Declares Philippine Plan Will

New ‘York, Nov. 19.—Speaking on the sub- 
ject “‘ Holding the Philippines before the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences to- 
night, Former President Taft attacked the 
policy of the Wilson administration as dem- 
onstrated in the acts of Governor General 
Francis Burton Harrison since he took over 
the reins of government of the islands last 
month. 

Mr. Taft spoke on the history of the Amer- 
ican occupation, with.which he had been 
connected as governor general, secretary of 
war, and president from 1900 to March, 1913, 
ending this part of the discourse with the 
statement that in his belief the great mass 
of the people—the uneducated majority, 
which must be protected—is not ready for 
self-government and will not be ready for 
another generation.

“The administration has enlarged the 
Filipino membership in the commission.“ Mr.

The erican people and their govern- 
ment find themselves at the present time 
embarrassed by the Mexican situation. 
They feel that on the whole they are not re- 
sponsible and yet are being forced into a 
position in which they must accept the 
maximum of responsibility, the maximum of 
trouble, and the minimum of credit no 
matter what their actions may be. 

All this may be perfectly true, but it is 
only the position in which all the great 
powers find themselves from time to time. 
The United States is now one of the great 
powers of the world and has got to accept, 
meet squarely face to face, and solve such 

bleme as arise. 


the day is past when they can content 
themselves with discussions of railway 
rates, the tariff, and the high cost of liy- 
ing, while remaining ignorant and indiffer 
ent to foreign affairs. 


Civilization Compelling Force. 

The world may be roughly divided into 
two kinds of territory. First is that pos- 
sessed by the highly civilized races rapidly 
pushing ahead in every way and driven by 
necessity to seek either territorial of com- 
mercial expansion or both. Seeond is that 
territory inhabited by the backward or less 
developed races content in most cases until 
recently with things as they are. 

Inevitably the people of the civilized 
races have entered the territory of the less 
civilized for commercial reasons if for no 
others. 

In some cases this has resulted in the 
lesser civilized, while making no effort to 
advance themselves, coming to fear the loss 
of their independence and therefore making 
an effort to drive out the foreigner. There 
are many examples of this in Africa. 

Im other cases the government, or a fart 
of the population, of the lesser civilized, 
seeing the advantages of civilization, make 
an effort to bring their own people to a 
higher standard, 


Foreigner Hated Because Superior. 

Generally coupled with this is a dislike 
or hatred of the foreigner because of the 
great advantages which his manifest su- 
periority gives him even though residing 
in a foreign country. The greater this 
superiority the stronger his position and 
the more he usurps control from the na- 
tive and threatens the independence of the 
country. 

If the advanced government of the ad- 
vanced portion of the population is strong 
enough to enforce its will then independ- 
ence will be retained and the people 
gradually brought @ a high state of civili- 
zation. If they are not, continued strug- 
gles between the progressive and retro- 
gressive elements will take place. During 
these struggles the foreigner and his 
property inevitably will suffer, due to the 
hatred which one or both sides will have 
for him because of their fear of ultimate 
domination by his country. 

In Japan the government soon saw the 
necessity to keep foreigners from gaining 
control and that the only means of doing 
so. was to make Japan a modern state.

‘M’WEENY PLOT’ UP AGAIN 


Have Been Swindled Out of 


Large Amounts by 
Defendants. 


After hours of deliberation on a mass 
of evidence and exhibits, the jury in the trial 
of James Ryan, clairvoyant, and Christian 
P. (Barney) Bertache, retired without arriv- 
ing at a verdict. This was the situation at 
1 o clock this morning. 
Judge WI er instructed the jury shortly 
before 5 o’clock in the afternoon after As- 
sistant State's Attorney John Fleming ended 
the closing arguments for the state. 
went home, telling his bailiff t 
a verdict was reached within a 
evuable time. 

Ryan and Bertsche are charged with con- 
Spiracy, operating a confidence game and 
larceny. 

The state contended that Ryan, under the 
alias of “Prof. Robert Milton” and “Prof. 
R. T. Crane,” swindled superstitious and 
credulous persons out of thousands of dollat 
by means of his fake clairvoyance. Bertsche 
is alleged to have collected a toll from all the 
clafrvoyants who worked in Chicago and to 
have protected them from police prosecution. 


Money Taken for Investment. 

The state produced numerous witnesses 
who testified they had given large sums of 
money to Ryan, on his promises to invest it 
for them and double it by means of hia clair- 
voyance powers. Many of the witnesses 
were women, one of whom lost $20,000. 
Checks and drafts from these victims, bear- 
ing the indorsentent of “Barney” Bertsche, 
were presented as evidence to show the al- 
leged connection between the politicians and 
the seers, 

Attotneys James T. Brady and Benedict J. 
Short, representing the defendants, based 
their defense on the plea that the investments 
had been carried on in good faith. Their 
counter contention was that the prosecution 
of Ryan and Bertsche was a political move 
by State s Attorney Maclay Hoyne, for the 
advantage of the Hearst-Harrison-Hoyne- 
combination.

Both attorneys made bitter denunciations 
of the methods employed in the state’sattor- 
ney's office and characterized that officer 
as a violator of His word, a violator of his 
oath, a violator of the law, and a man whose 
actions were considered unprofessional and 
undignified by the legal fraternity. 

“Mr. Hoyne kidnaped Ryan in Wyoming 
and then kidnaped him from the sheriff in 
Chicago,“ said Attorney Short in his closing 
arguments to the jury. “ He kidnaped this 
man Wass in Boston.

Two of his men were in- 
dicted for it and are facing trial for the 
crime in Michigan.” 


Assails Hoyne’s Methods, 

Just before Judge Walker read his instruc- 
ticns to the jury, Attorneys Brady and Short 
made their last objection.

“In the midst of Mr. Fleming's address to 
the jury State's Attorney Hoyne walked 
into the courtroom with an assistant super- 
intendent for the Armour Packing company. 
Mr. Hoyne seated himeelf in front of the 
jury and was seen by the jury with the Ar- 
mour boss. Three men on the jury are em- 
ployed at the stockyards. Two of them are 
employés of Armour & Co.

Had Porfirio Diaz in reality done what 
it was claimed he was doing, gradually led 
hia people along the path of civilization, 


as they developed, Mexico today might be 
at peace under a reasonably strong, rea- 
sonably democratic government. However, 
he and his party did nothing of the kind. 

The strong government, which is abso- 
lutely essential among a largely ignorant, 
semi-barbarous people, such as the Mexi- 
cans, was used merely as a means of en- 
riching Diaz and his associates. As time 
went on and large numbers of ‘Mexicans 
through contact with foreignefs and their 
ways became increasingly discontented with 
conditions as they were, the government 
of Diaz became more tyrannical and more 
unjust. 

It the influence of the foreigner had re- 
acted on all Mexicans throughout Mexico, 

if sufficient time had elapsed to have built 
up a large middle class, then when the 
inevitable outbreak came the world might 
have witnessed the spectacle of the over- 
throw of what was virtually an absolute 
monarchy by a people determined to estad- 
lish a democracy. However, the Mexican 
problem is not as simple as that, part{cu- 
larly as it stands at present. . 


Racial Descent Curbs. Mexicans. 
Taking the people themselves, a large pro- 
portion are of pure Indian descent. 
rant, cruelly barbarous, and accustomed to 
tyranny before the advent of the Spaniard, 
the many years of his rule served only to 
increase these characteristics, not to lessen 
them. Sipce Mexico has, been independent 
her history has been such as to only strength- 
en in each generation the defects pgs the pre- 
‘ceeding one. ‘ 

‘The Spaniards who came to Mexico were 
among the most vicious of a people ‘just 
emerging from a barbarous struggle with 
the Moors. This blood flowing in the mixed 


‘| blood’s veins has served to accentuate rather 


than lessen the defects inherited from his 
Indian ancestors. 

The comparatively few people in Mexico 
who have had any opportunity for a real 
education belong to the small rich upper 
class, who own, the greater. Part of the real 
estate in Mexico. Boasting of their Span- 


ish blood, they are more aristocratic in their 


ideas and tendencies than the most aristo- 


cfatic, on the whole, of the narrow minded 
Spanish race. They have every interest in 
‘the maintenance of the old régime. They 
tend now and have always tended toward 


monarchy. 


Middle Class Not Important. 

There is q small middle class in Mexico. 
They are not united, however, in their tend- 
encies and are inconsiderable in numbers. 
The Spanish Roman Catholic church 
firmly established itself in Mexico. At one 
time it virtually controlled the country. 
Benito Juarez, with bis Laws of the Re- 
form, practically deprived it of its power. 
Since then this party, always rich, has 
striven with greater or legs success to nega- 
tive these laws. No situation in which they 
are not considered has been completely dealt 
with. 

The army in Maries bes to be considered 
as a thing apart from the rest of the coun- 
try, not as in the United States as a body of 
citizens serving their country, but retaining 
their individual ideas. Ihe man who con- 
trole the army in Mexico controls a large 
portion of the country. It is not a question 
with them of upholding the constitution as 
they have sworn to do, but merely a question 
of the leader, and, above all, of what they 
are going to get out of it. 


Press Controlled by Government. 

The press under Porfirio Diaz was not 
free to publish what it saw fit. Today it is 
practically under absolute government con- 
trol and not only cannot print news unfavor- 
able to the government but prints columns

out affairs, do incalculable harm, as their 
utterances are eagerly seized upon by the 
Mexican officials and papers to prove that 
the American people are not back of the 
government im its refusal to recognize 
Huerta, 


Exploiters Play Large Part. 
Foreigners and Mexicans interested in big 
concessions and other big business deals 
which will not always stand the light of day 


have played and are still playing a large part 


in Mexican affairs. 

Most important of all is the Mexican char- 
acter and its fundamental differences to the 
American character. 

In the United States there has been and 

ix a persistent effort to teach honesty, jus- 
tice, truthfulness, bravery, civilization, and 
usefulness. There are unfortunately Amer- 
icans who violate. some or all of these prin- 
ciples. They do.so, however, knowing their 
guilt. In Mexico none of these standards 
In the great 
majority of cases the one standard is self- 
interest. If doing a thing will result in per- 
sonal gain without having to run too much 
of a risk, do it; if not, don’t. 
Another fundamental difference is that 
in the United States people on the whole 
give their allegiance toa principle. In Mex- 
ico it is to a leader. As a consequence the 
men who are leaders and their charecteris- 
tics are of the utmost importance. 


Whites Divide on Treatment. 


Setting aside the influence exercised by 
business or other reason, white men as a 
rule are found to hold one of two opinions 
concerning the treatment which should be 
accorded inferior races. 

One view is that these races are inferior, 
always have been, and always will be: that 
nothing which can be done will better mat 
ters. This view is more often held by those 
who have lived among these races and been 
exasperated by their too often apparent con- 
tentment with their condition, their lack of 
gratitude, and their inconsistencies. 

The other opinion is that all which is nec- 
essary to establish a just, firm democracy 
among any people is to give them a fair bal- 
lot. This view is more often held by those 
who, having lived only among northern 
races capable of self-government, see no 
reason why every native of the earth should 
not enjoy the same benefits. 

While it is to be hoped, and it is pelle ved 
that the hopelessness of the first opinion is 
entifely erroneous, it is undoubtedly true 
that the second opinioũ does not work out in 
practice. 


Self-Government Always Slow. 
The white rates which enjoy self-govern- 
ment reached it by a slow derelopment 
which is still going on, 

A race which is inferior, due to a later 
start, bad climatic conditions, heredity, or 
any other cause, can no more succeed ‘n sct- 
ting up and continuing a full fledged Jemoc- 
racy than a child who has had no traming 
can successfully run a locomotive. Just as 
a child, to be a good and successful man, has 
to be carefully educated and gradually in- 
trusted with the duties and respousihilities 
of a man, so does an inferior race ha\vecto be 
carefully educated for and gradually in- 
trusted with the duties of democrucy. If it 
is unable to develop itself, some other na- 
tion mugt do the educating. 
a The Mexican Problem is but a variation of 
hilippine, Porto Rican, and Cuban 
problems. It is but a variation of the 
Caribbean, Central American, Colombian, 
and Venezuelan problems, which have not 
yet become as insistent as they will later. 


U. S. Must Settle Problems. 

We like to flatter ourselves that the 
Cuban question is settled. The truth is 
that the Platt amendment is the only 
guarintee of order in Cuba. With every 
wish for the success of the Menocal gov- 
‘ernment, it cannot be concealed that that 
success is problematical. 

By giving the Filipinos more self-gov- 
ernment than they were capable ‘of we 
have produced a bad case of indigestion, 


various kinds. 

The Mexican problem has to be sisted 
and the United States has to solve it. 
We are strong enough, powerful enough, 
and should be just enough to shoulder our 
own responsibilities and settle the matter 
without asking or permitting European or 
pan-American help. 

The truth must be looked squarely in 
the face and acted upon, whether it

Labor Leader Finally Gets Order 


and Raises Fiery Cross“ 
in Speech, 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—The first appearance 


40 an orator in London of James Lerkin, 


head of the Transport Workers’ union of 
Dublin, or King Larkin,” as he is now 
dubbed by his adherents here, led to wild’ 
scenes of disorder at Albert hall tonight, 
where several thousands had gathered to 
hear him. 

When Larkin was liberated a week ago 
from Mountjoy prison, where he was serving 
a seven months’ term for sedition, he an- 
nounced he was going to England to raise 
the flery cross,” and he predicted a general 
strike throughout Great Britain. 


Try to, Upset Meeting. 
A large body of students from the colleges 
connected with London university made an 
organized attempt to upset the meeting, and 
fierce rioting both outside and inside the hall 
followed, A large force of police was requi- 
sitioned and many fights resulted. 
Many persons were injured before the 
meeting was able to proceed, for the stu- 
dents successfully stormed the entrance and 
gained admission to the hall. There further 
fighting took place, and sticks and. m9 
were freely used. 
Fireworks were let off amid. scenes 60 
pandemonium and for a time there was 
danger of a panic. The ofganist continued 
playing, however, and the audience. began 
singing Socialist songs, to which the students 
responded by singing God Save the King * 
and Rule Britannia.” 
When order was partly restored Larkin 
went on with his speech, which was mainly - 
devoted to a denunciation of the government 
in connection with the Dublin strike. 


Postpone General Strike Meeting. 
It was announced on behalf of the parlia- 
mentary committee of the trade unions’ con- 
gress that a conference of the unions would 
be called on Dec. 9 to decide on action re- 
garding the Dublin transport workers’ strike. 
This postponement of discussion for almost 
three weeks aroused the Laborite ‘ection of 
the audience to fury. The workers did not 
geem to credit the announcement at first, but 
when the truth burst upon their minds there 
was a passionate outburst of yells, booing, 
and hissing. 
This demonstration of trade unionist anger 
against their chiefs was taken as a tribute 
to Larkin, who has cleared the sympathies 
of the rank and file. The Engfieh trade union 
leaders, on the other hand, though they do 
not say so, find the flery cross’ a nuisance 
and Larkin's influence with the mass of the 
workers decidecly embarrassing. They do 
not want a general strike in England at 
present.

form of a series of separate amendments, as 
was the case in Ohio m 1912. 

It the general assembly submits the ques- 
tion of calling a convention, it should at the 
same time provide for a careful investigation 
of the more important questions Itkely to 
come before a convention, if one is assembled.

NOW FOR RESULTS. 

In the Arnold report on terminals, in 
the Wallace report, in the city plan, and 
in other terminal plans Chicago has 3 
solid body of data and expert conclu- 
sions from which a sound and far seeing 
policy can be dete ;

BADLY WRITTEN LAWS. 


Judges, lawyers, the courts, the rules, 
technicality, circumlocution, all these are 


biamed for “the law's delay.” It is well 


sented, a neglected phase, ‘and this Mr. 
Levy Mayer vigorously did before the Credit 
Men’s association the other night.

This is not the fauk of the courts but of 
the legislatures, which are made up of men 
of average education, which is to say they 
. | have not been strictly disciplined in the, 


‘lawyers, and lawyers usually write badly. 
The English of law text books, of judicial 
opinions, and of briefs is seldom good, is 
sometimes very bad. ‘Legal English is likely 
to be involved, clumsy, and conventional. 
The average lawyer in the legislature, there- 
fore, is not to be relied upon to give us lucid 
phraseology. 

The plan urged by Mr. Mayer for a de- 
partment of expert bill drafters is the only 
practical way to correct the present evils, 
bot even then eleventh hour amendments 
will give the courts some nuts to crack.

OMB. of the opponents of “eugenics 
have ridiculed and maligned it, be- 

cause, they said, every man’s fam- 

ily tree goes back to the beginning, 
; and it is therefore a reasonable cer- 
tainty that among any man’s ancestors 
were some who had inheritable defects, 
physical, mental, or moral. 

Had these critics taken the trouble to 
inquire they would have learned that the 
blood bas a tendency to clean itself and 
that the great teaching of evigenics was in 
the laws of cleaning. 

ieving Fisher in Good Health says: “Thus 
it is possible to apply the laws of heredity 
as laid down by Mendel in à thoroughly 
practical way and to get results in one short 
generation. It and it is, a colos- 
sal task to change a ge human nature 
one iota. Yet in the light ef modern 
eugenics, we could 8 new human race 
in 100 years if only people in positions of 
power and influence would wake ap to the 
paramount importance of what eugenics 
means.“ 0 :

Prof. Fisher quotes Da vid Starr Jordan's 
report on the lessening of eretinism in Aosta, 
the result of a ten-year effort. 

Most of, the bad qualities are recessive. 
That means that the blood clears itself of 
them if it has any chance to do so. This 
power of the blood to cleafi itself is so 
strong that the human race holds its own 
well in spite of the baphazard lines along 
which it has boen run. 

The eugenists propose that, in the case 
of those bad conditions that are dominant 
tlie blood not haying much power to clean 
itself of them—propagation shall be pre- 
vented, but—and this is the that they 
especially insist upon—that study shall be 
made of the natural laws by which the blood 
cleats itself of the recessive defects and to 
educate the people to make use of the infor- 
mation gained. 

When Galton launched the eugenics 
moyement he called it a eugenics education 
movement. There has never been any 
killing of babies or infanticide or breed- 
'em-like-hogs proposals, even from the fol- 
lowers of the movement, and certainly none 
from the leaders of the movement. 

The influence of heredity does not go back 
indefinitely. To consider the parents is 
the main necessity. 

| — 

However, that is not quite enough. A 
little thought should be given to the four 
grandparents and all who have descended 
from them. Some thought must be given 
to the eight great-grandparents and their 
descendants. That is about all. 

A man néed be interested only in a butt 
one-half the defects found among his first 

cousing and one-quarter of those among bis 

nd cousins. 
The most important part of eugenics is 
its teaching as to what are good limbs and 
what bad on a family tree. Of importance 
is the teaching that a family tree need not go 
back into more than three generations. 

Ot great importance is that the young 
person live cleanly, not only because it is 
the proper preparation for parenthood, but 
because he is the temporary oe ae 
the seed of the race.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[Special.}— 


Following the arrival of Mayor Harrison and 
his delegation tonight it became known that 


Chicago will be allowed to carry out in all 


its easential details the Burnham plan for 
the improvement and beautification of, the 
lake front between Sixteenth street and 
Jackson park. 

The delegation, which is composed of more

Want Bixby Report Reversed. 

The Chicago officials will endeavor to con- 
vince Secretary Garrison that he otght to 
reject the adverse report on the: plan made 
dy Gen. Bixby, who contends that the project 
would interfere with the location of a com- 
' mercial harbor. The secretary will be in- 
_ formed that although the harbor needs of 
» Chicago can be accommodated elsewhere, 
there is no desire to pre¢lude the establish- 
ment of such facilities imthis locality if war- 
| ranted by future developments. 


The delegation will demonstrate that the

“Puts One Over” on Lewis. 

Senator Lewis departed. Representative 
Sabath went to a telephone and made an 
apt ointment with the attorney gencral for 
1@°o’clock the next day. He then informed 
the German delegation they could ge there 
at that time and thus have an hour longer 
fcr sightseeing. 

The next morning the Germans called on 
the attorney general at 10 o’clock, but there 
was no Senator Lewis to introduce them, and 
Representative Sabath took the honors upon 
himself. informing Mr. McReynolds the Ger- 
rans spoke for the Democracy of Illinois. 

Senator Lewis appeared at the department 
of justice a little before 11 o'clock. He waited 
until his appointment time. No Germans 
came.

Rates Bedioom Slippers. 


A young girl friend of mine makes a sub- 
stantial sum of money each year making dainty 
ribbon bedroom slippers. She buys a pair of 
good soles, two yards of four or five inch satin 
ribbon, two yards of one-half inch satin ribbon, 
and three yards of No. 1 satin ribbon. Cut the 
two wider ribbons in one yard lengths and sew 
the one-half inch width ribbon: about three- 
quarters of an inch from the top on the wrong 
side of the wider ribbon. After the slippers 
are finished draw narrow hat rubber through 
this to fit the ankle. Lay the wide ribbon in 
neat plaits around the soles and stitch firmly 
with silk thread. Make rosettes of the No. 1 
ribbon and sew on the toe of the slipper.
